State Department of Game awl Fish­ 
eries. It is now estimated that theie- 
fore approximately 100,000 barrels of 
oysters on the bottoms as a result. 
The state opened these bottoms to 
tonglng After it was decided that the 
oysters had reached sufficient growth 
and development to be used hrt steam ­ 
ing and by the day trade. The only 
regulations prescribed by the 
state 
for commercial purposes make it ne­ 
cessary to own oyster and boat li­ 
censes and to scatter culls evenly 
over the beds.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 9—The ions 
obscured question of whether the latí 
President Roosevelt and the late Sen­ 
ator Foraker of Ohio ever compos 
ed their celebrated quarrel seems tt 
be definitely settled in the affirmative 
through private circulation of a print 
of correspondence between them. 
The quarrel, which was a sensation­ 
al one, broke in 1009 as á direct out 
come of Senator Foraker’s champion­ 
ship of the cause of some of the negro 
regular troops who were summarilj 
dismissed1 from the army by President 
Roosevelt after the affair at Browns­ 
ville. Texas. 
The Brownsville riot, as it was then 
called, involved negro troops of th< 
regular army. It assumed the propor 
tions of a nationwide 
controverts 
when President Roosevelt dismisse< 
a whole batteiion. Senator Forakei 
one^of the stalwart republican lead 
era of his day, and one of the circle of 
confidants which surrounded 
Presi 
dent McKinley, occupied a 
position 
apparently equally 
intimate 
with 
President Roosevelt until the two men 
differed over the merits of the Pres 
idents wholesale dismissal of at lens! 
some of the negro troops. 
Senator Foraker assailed Pig>sidenf 
Roosevelt’s course openly in the Sen­ 
ate and the President had struck back 
in characteristic fashion. The smotild 
ering vokano did not,come into ful. 
eruption however until an occasion ir. 
January, 1909, when both men wert 
guests at a Gridiron club .dinner ir 
Wahington.

The Gridiron Club is composed oí 
Washington correspondents who, at 
their dinners, “grill” public men and 
affairs good nuturedly, always iu th* 


the second instance of which there is 
record in which what was said in 
-onfidence at a Gridiron Club dinner 
fot into priht. 
^President Roosevelt for thirty min­ 
utes delivered characteristic shafts at 
Senator Foraker and although

The Senator did for twenty minutes,

I- Neither spared words or personali­ 
ties and the report of the proceedings 
say that when President Roosevelt 
uttempted to reply in rebuttal t' Sen­ 
ator Foraker he was almost drown­ 
ed out by the hum of conversation 
unong the excited diners. 
As a result of that, occasion friend­ 
ship betufcen the two men wxj sus­ 
pended. Their hostility became 
so 
muéh talked about in the news of the 
day that it furnished the material for 
cartoons, quips and even stake jokes. 


ed thus until 1912, when,

nation at the Chicago

convention, he wrote Senator Foraker 
complimenting him on his phamplet
